Tlii^ great riiccos.s which has attended 
the iiUroduotioii . ni"! p.stablishment of 
telephonic cqnmiunicatioix to all parts 
of thi.s city, to Esquimalt and VAk lake 
water works fully warrants us in ad- 
vocating its oxtensiioii still further 
afield down to Jlaco Jlock.s or Sookc. 
That distance within perhaps reasona- 
ble limits docs not interfere with its 
clFicioncy as a medium o£ -communica- 
tion is fully 'tieinonslratetl \>y the case 
and facility of conversation oyer near- 
ly seven niiles of wire from this city to 
the works at Elk Lake. It is vGry_ cer- 
tain, thcrefore,that three or four times 
that distance will not depreciate its 
effectiveness. J?lvB.C03t.of.the lintiabovo 
indicated would not e.xcccd $1500 or 
§2000, depending, of course, on tht; ae 
tual distance from the city to tiu; lo- 
cation which might 1.6 selected. After 
construction the cost of niaintcuanac 
would be a mere bagatelle, perha]is §10 
per month at the outside. Ft i.i said 
that a station at Sooke miglU be se- 
lected that would command JO miles 
or more of the Strait of Fuca; but per- 
hap.s it isa question as to whether Soolce 
or the Race light house would lie the 
more desirable objectivt! point. 'I'iiis, 
Iiowevcr, is a mere secondary t'onsider- 
ation. The advantages that would be 
derived from such a telephone are nu- 
merous and important. Sliipping in 
teriists generally would he vastly beue- 
littod aiul it would be especially con- 
venient to the marine and fisheries de- 
partment wherever the station, might 
he located. Indeed, so much v,-ould 
Dominion interests be promoted by 
such an undertaking tiiat the matter 
would only require to be put before the 
proper authorities by tho board of 
t rade or tho agent of marine and fisher- 
ies to secure a grant from Ottawa for 
its immediate construction. Then again 
it would be a great advantage ^ to tho 
towing com])any and bo tlie auedns of 
.securing work for the tug boats that 
now is lost in consequence of there be- 
ing no means by which a tug can be 
summoned when its services are urgent- 
Jv needed. Te masters of merchant ves- 
sels frequenting B. C, ports or the 
Sound the telephone would be of in- 
calculable use, as a tug, a pilot or aid 
could be signalled almost from the en- 
trance to tho strait. But the greatest 
advantage of all would bo in averting 
di.saster aud saving valuable j.roperty 
and perhaps still more valuable lives. 
The recent wreck of the barque "21st 
of IMay " is a case in point. Could this 
ve.ssel have signalled for and obtained 
a pilot or a tug, or both, when she was 
in want of one or the other lower down 
the strait, or even if after she .struck, 
the di-saster would certainly have been 
averted or the vessel taken out of her 
precarious position with but slight dam- 
age. She struck, it seems, between 4 
and 5 a. m. on the 10th inst. and rest- 
ed easy and withoub''' making water till 
noon, when by constant grinding on 
the rock she commenced to leak aud 
then fdled rapidly. Could the captain 
have telephoned for a tug early that 
morning there is not the slightest doubt 
but that this fine vessel, worth proba- 
bly .i?75,000, would have been saved. 
Such casualities as these aro liable to 
happen at any time; hence the desira- 
bility of adopting every possible mcars 
of averting them altogether or reducing 
the probabilities of such accidents to a 
mininium. Nothing has been said of 
the use of the telephone to the agents 
of the mail aud other regular steamers 
plying to or calling at this port. It 
would certainly prove a most valuable 
acquisition to them. All along the 
line of route likewise benclits would 
accrue to those who might make com- 
munications with it. In fact the ad- 
vantages to be gained are so enormous 
and so widely distributed.while the cost 
is SO; trifling, that ^spread over tho in- 
terests affected even' without Dominion 
aid it is surprising tho.. Sooke or Race 
Itocks telej-'bono has riot been construc- 
ted before thi.'i.

Since Christmas Day, 10(30, when 
William tlie Conqueror was crowned in 
Westminster Abbey, England has been 
governed by 31 kings, 4 queens, and "J 
Protectors of the Commonwealth. One 
king, William ill., reigned in conjunc- 
tion with his wife, and one queen, 
jMary Tudor, associated her husband, 
Philip of Spain, with her in the gov- 
ernment. Four sovereigns were of the 
Norman dynasty, and reigned 88 years; 
eight were Angevins, or Plantagenets, 
and reigned 245 years; three were of 
tho House of Lancaster, and reigned 02 
years; three of that of York, and 
"reigned 24 years; 5 wore Tudors and 
reigned 1 1 7 years; six were Stewarts, 
and reigned 99 years; and there have 
been six sovereigns of the House of 
Brunswick, which has existed now for 
1G7 years. Kings have governed for 
G98 years. Queens for 106, and Protec- 
tors for 1 1 years. Tho average reigns 
of tho kings has been 22J years, of the 
queens 2G^ years, the average reign of 
all the sovereigns being between 23 
and 24 years. The average reign of 
the kings of the H6ttse"of Iianca.ster, 31 
years, is greater than that of any other 
reigning family; the average reign of 
the Yorkist kings, the least of all. 
The youngest monarch at his accession 
was Henry VI., who was nine months 
old, The, eldest, William IV., who 
succeeded his brother in his CStii year. 
The king who attained to tho greatest 
age was George III., who was in his 
82nd year when he died; tho king who 
died youngest was Edward V., who 
was murdered in his l.'lth year. No 
king prior to Cleorge II. attained the 
age of 70 years. The average age of 
the Norman kings was 5GA years; of 
tho Plantagenet, 53 years; of the Lan- 
castrian, 44 years; the Yorkist, .30 
years; the Tudor 48 years; the Stew- 
art 55.1 years, and of those of the jn-e- 
sent dynasty, 71 year.s. The longest 
reign was that of George III., from the 
25th October, 17G0, to the 29th of 
.January, 1820; the shortest was that 
of Edward V., from the 9th of 
April to, 2Dth , June, 1483, excluding 
the so-called^ roigh of 14 days of Lady 
Jane Gray. George III,, when he had 
reigned, as long as her present Majesty, 
was in his C7th yeai-. The Queen is 
now in her C3rd year, and, therefore, 
having regard to the exceptional 
longevity of the Hxiuse of Brunswick, 
it is not improbable that Her Majesty's 
reign may be the longest, as it is the 
most notable, if any. The only kings 
who died unmarried were William II., 
Edward V., and Edward VI.; the only 
queen who died unmarried was Eliza- 
beth. Of those sovereigns who were 
married Richard I., Richard II. and 
Richard III, Maryi Charles IL, Wil- 
liam III., Annie, QebrgelV. died with- 
out leaving issue surviving. Inde 
pendontly of temporary regencies^ cre- 
ated during the absence of the Kings 
from England, there have been regen- 
cies during the minorities of Richard 
ir., Henry VL, Edward V., and Ed- 



ward VI., and during tho last ten 
years of the reigu of Georgti III. Horse 
accidents caused the death of Wiiliain 
L,and WiUiamJIIUj. William II. and 
Richard T. wore tilled by arrows, Rii h- 
ard III. was slain in battle. Ciiarles 1. 
was heh(!aded. Edward II, llichard 
II., and Edward V. were uun-dered; 
a surfeit of laiiqireys cost Henry f. his 
life; poi.son or a surfeit of peaches 
killed John, poison is suspected to have 
beenjadministcred to Edward VL, and 
the death of Henry VI. is by some 
historians laid to tho charge of Richard, 
Duke of CHoucester. Three kings, 
Edward If., Kichai'd IT., and Henry 
VL died in prison; and one, James IL, 
having abdicated the throne in 1G8S, 
died in exile in 1701. Tho regnal 
years of the sovereigns, prior to Ed- 
ward L, date from their coronation. 
Since the time of that K'ing, who was 
in Palestine at the death uf his father, 
it h.is been a constitutional ma.xim that 
tho "King never dies." At the acces- 
sion of Her Majesty the Duke of Cum- 
berland, ex-King of Hanover, was heir- 
presumptive to the Crown. There are 
now the queen's S ciiildren, 21 grand- 
children and grcat-grandchiUlreii be- 
tween the Duko of Cumberland and 
the throne.

SANDWICH ISLANDS. 
New \'oi!K, Dec. 21.— On. tlu; lir.st 
of January the kingdom of Hawaii en- 
ters the nnivor.sal postal union, and 
under that date all correspondence ad- 
dressed to the Sandwich Islands will 
be subject to i-ates of postage provided 
in the universal postal union conven- 
tion, namely, letters, cents per half 
ounce, ami on ncv.-.spapers, [irinted mat- 
ter !incl samples of nierchandiso, one 
cent per two ounces; newspapers and 
periodicals to regular subscribers can- 
not after tho above date be mailed for 
Sandwich Islands at pound rates, but 
must be prepaid by stamps as above. 

E.\STERN STATES. 
New Vor.K, Dee. 21. — The " Tri- 
bune " .says there was a plea.sinl family 
groui> at the house of W. U. Wolton, 
brother of Mrs. Captain LeLong, last 
evening. There were present C'apt. 
Wolton and wife, parents of IMrs. De- 
Long and William C. Wolton and wife. 
]\lr.s, DcLong left the city on Saturday 
to take up her residence with lier si.'- 
ter in Burlington, Iowa, She has pass- 
ed the time since her husband's depar- 
ture alternately with this sister and 
with her brother in this city. Cajit. 
Wolton telegraphed to her at onci; the 
news of husband's arrival at the mouth 
of the Lena river. i\Ir.s. DeLong, ns 
well as myself, said C'apt. Wolton has 
never had the least apprehension but 
that her husband would return ' sjifply. 
He, himself, felt sure of this. He .said 
lie did not expect to come back in the 
Jeannette, iiowever; he thought she 
would probably have to be abandoned 
and that they would have to take to 
sleds and boats, and that has happen- 
ed. Mrs. Wolton said she took it for 
granted that it was in June of this 
year that the Jeannette had been aban- 
doned. The spot determined upon was 
some 400 miles north-west of Wrangel 
Land. Mr.s. DeLong always thought 
.'■he would probably have to be aban- 
doned. Mrs. DcLong, it was thought, 
would return to this city at onco so 
that she would get tidings from her 
husband at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. I have never had any fear for 
the safety of the Jeannette, said Com- 
mander Chayne last night to a rei)ort- 
er, " and I have not hesitated to say so 
in public. She was of unusual strength, 
being much stronger than many vessels 
used for Arctic expeditions. She had 
on board provisions for three years and 
there was no danger from that source. 
Tho fact that no disimtches were left 
by her at Wrangel Land proved no- 
thing except that she was kept olF the 
coa.st by ice. Other vessels have been 
out for years and returned safely. The 
Victory, for instance, commanded .by- 
Sir John Ross, and the Inyestigator, 
commanded by Sir Robert McClure, 
i\Iy opinion has been all along that the 
Jeannette was somewhere north of 
Grenneil's Land. I thought that after 
leaving Behring Straits she had proba- 
bly been caught in tho ice, . and had 
been carried east by tho polar current 
which goes north of Sweden, then 
north of Asia, then past America and 
finally down tho eastern coast of Green 
land. If any expedition was to Ix; sent 
after iior I thought the way for it 
would be through Smith's Sound and 
through Behring Straits. The fact that 
two of the ships have both landed near 
the mouth of the river Lena shows, 
however, tliat the Jeannette must have 
sleci-ed more to the west than! thought 
she would. Probably-, she found more 
open channel.') in that direction, and so 
went west and north instead of direct- 
ly north. How .^he was crushed, of 
course, we can only surniiso. Tlie men 
may have gone a considerable distance 
in their boats. I think that the third 
boat will yet bo heard from. Vou see 
travelling in the Arctic regions is much 
safer than people suppo-so. Whatever 
hap]iencd you have always ice under 
you. The open polar sea is a mith."

The Prince of Wales has now not only 
made the grand tour of the world, he has 
in a sense made the grand tour of life 
itself.' Every moment, it has been said, 
i.s travel, if rightly understood. The 
i'rinco has tnivelod cverywhovo, literally 
as well as metaphorically, and has seen 
evorythins. He has had extraordinary 
oiiportuuitics of reviewing existence in 
all its departments and aspects. No source 
of pleasure, gratification or experience 
has been closed to him. If ho has boon 
s;itod with .sycophancy ho has not escaped 
criticism. I'lie bitter, though in very 
diflbront proppi;tipns, . has been mingled 
with tho sweet, and his Royal Highness 
has freely partaken of the fruit of tho 
tree of the knowlodt;c of good and evil. 
After all we aro not a nation of Puritans 
and Pharisees. Our liypocracy, however 
ridiculous and repulaivo it may Bomotimca 
appear, ia mainly superficial, and on the 
whole English public opinion is not in 
favor of too keenly rioting or too deeply 
rcniombering what .a young man of too 
ijciieniu'a instincts, aud surrounded by 
overwhelming temptations, may have 
done amiss.
